times and caſes as theſe,feares and jealonſies are pardonable,and 
| diſtruſt, eſpecially after evident breaches of truſt, is the mother 
of ſecurity. It is a very unequall thing, that the King with his 
Cavaliers ſhould renounce the:Parhiament, deſtroy his good - 
SubjeRs,upon the jealoulie that Parliaments and Puritans are 
Enemics to his Prerogative and Power ( which can never bee 
proved if Tuſtice be made the Rule of Power) and we railed on 
for defending 6ur ſelves againſt the confederacie of Papiſts, 
Prelates, Court Paraſites, and their Adherents, whoſe endea- .

Hate, no Pope, And here again, was the King cheated by the 
Biſhops, which will evidently appear, if ever (which God for- 
bid) theſe Cockatrice Eggs be hatched. - In the mean time, let 
reaſon, and former experience be Judges. The pomp and ſplen- 
dour of the Church, is the Popes proper Interclt ; to which,the 
greatneſſe of Princes, is rather oppoſite, then ſubſervzent. In- 
creaſe of power, was in the Negotiation, pretended fer the King, 
intended for, the Biſhops, who onely made uſe of the Kings 
power,for the advancement of their own. And though the King 
might cafily judge, that no addition of power could be in them , 
without a Diminution of Hi ; yet ſo farre had this Circean Cup 
prevailed, that Biſhops and their Agents, becauſe they .ſerved 
the turn for the preſent, and proſtituted their learning, power, 
and ,conſciences, to the vindication of illegall Actions, and 
Authority, were entruſted, not onely with EccleſcaFticall, but 
2 very great ſhare in Civil! affairs ; ſome of them being of the 
Privy Councell, in all the three Kingdoms, and more eſpecially 
the Archbiſhop of Saint Andrews, Chancelter of Scotland, the 
Archiiſhop of Canterbury,Controller of the Conncell in England, 
who, through the Kings confidence, and his own pragmatick 
diſpofition, had an influence upon all buſineſſe of conſequence 
that was tranſated;And as the King preſumed them his friends, 
© the Pope knew they were his own, Their funtion was a 
degree nearer in kindred to him, then any other Government of 
the Church, and the perſons of ſome of them (as being men 
addited to Superſtition and Idolatry) were more ſerviceable 
then thejr Offices.
